HOW TO GET WINTER EGGS. 

In order to obtain eggs It la neces- 
sary to have healthy, vigorous stock, 
properly fed, and a good dry place for 
them to stay In at night. 

See that the fowls have plenty of 
green feed. Always sow a patch of rye 
for tho chickens, or better still, have a 
mixture of oats, rye, und clover sown 
together. 

Have a place for the chickens to 
scratch. Put the wheat, corn and oats 
In straw and let them scratch for it. 
This will give them plenty of exercise 
and help to keep them warm. 

(Jive one pint of grain feed to each 
dozen birds twice a day, and Just be- 
fore going to roost allow them to have 
a hot mash made by cooking some veg- 
etables, such as turnips and cabbage, 
and also using the table scraps, such 
as cold bits of meats, etc., and mixing 
this with bran. 

Have a comfortable house for the 
fowls. The sides, top and hack must 
be tight. Have the door facing the 
south, and see that the floor is dry at 
all times. In order to have healthy 
fowls the house should be cleaned out 
as often as once a week.

'AH colds, and Indeed all diseases of 
the breathing organs are due largely to 
air starvation. Overeating lessens re- 
sistance for a brief period while the 
abused stomach Is trying to digest the 
overload of garbage, and this abuse of 
the body being followed by a second 
ibuse If not giving it enough air runs 
resistance down so low that the 'cold' 
microbes, which are everywhere, get In 
their work. 

"The sure remedy against colds Is to 
eat moderately and breathe plenty of 
pure ulr. Of course, the skin, kidneys 
and bowels must act correctly, for if 
they do not this, too, will reduce re- 
sistance and let the microbes grow in 
the nose and other air iwssuges.

Bronchitis, pleurisy, pneu- 
monia nnd tuberculosis are routes to 
early death and they trail after colds.

them now showing a 50<u.75c loss from 
a week ago. This little stuff began 
running late this year, but the market 
horixon is full of It, many growers pre- 
ferring to cash at light weight and save 
corn. Packers have been threatening 
to buy hogs during the winter, thus 
Impairing feeders' confidence. Good to 
choice heavy butcher and heavy pack- 
ing hogs sold yesterday within 25c of 
a week ago. 

Record Price for Sheep. 

Live muttons are selling at record 
prices^ for this season of the yeur and 
will work higher as the winter ap- 
l>n a. hes. The range movement has 
dwindled to a comparatively small del- 
egation of feeders, but native and 
warmed-up Western stock out of the 
feeding belt has been run freely this 
week because It shows a profit and be- 
cause of timidity over running up a 
heavy feed bill, the corn market hav- 
ing soared stll! closer to the 90c murk. 
Top lambs reached $11.25 on the week's 
high spot, and, although $11 was the 
limit at week-end, the trade is confi- 
dent of a speedy reaction t<> higher 
levels, prediction of $12 lambs before 
Christmas being freely Indulged In. t 

The chief handicap to the beef steer 
trade this week has been a preponder- 
of one kind of cattle, short-fed 
and warmed-up stuff. The percentage 
of steers above $10.25 has been small, 
while a large slice of the crop has sold 
below $9.50. There Is apprehension In. 
trade circles that the next 60 days will 
witness excessive supply of warmed- 
up surff that would have been carried 
along with a less onerous feed bill. 
The situation Is peculiar In that while 
half-fat cattle are being shot Into the 
market regardless of what they realize, 
many stockera are going Into sections 
where corn Is realizing the highest 
prices on record. Most of such cattle 
will be roughed through the early part 
of the winter for a corn finish toward 
spring when they will have less com- 
petition. There are signs of subsidence 
of tho heavy marketward movement of 
grassers from the trans-Missouri area. 
Six points have received about 25,000 
fewer cattle this week than last. Beef 
gathering In the West will subside in 
seasonable manner and If liquidation 
of half-fat stuff could be averted, the 
market would doubtless give a good 
account of Itself. 

Foresees High Trade Ahead. 

Forecasts are dangerous alike to fore- 
casters and those who give them cre- 
dence, but the signs point to a high 
winter and spring cattle market. The 
board bill is high and short feeding 
periods will he the rule. Unless news of 
the Argentina drought is radically 
wrong, exports will increase and di- 
minution of domestic consumption Is 
Improbable. 

Beef trade Is not battling with cheap 
pork as was the case a year ago, and 
mutton Is so high that sheep cannot be 
regarded us competitors. Long fed 
heavy bullocks have been selling this 
week up to lll.260U.7S. They are few 
in number as the prices , indicate. A 
few loads of choice long-fed yearlings 
I have claimed $11 and better, but that 
kind. too. are scarce.

New York. Nov. 8. — American politi- 
cal history was enriched by the amaz- 
ing swing buck and forth of the 
returns for Hughes, again for Wilson 
anil for Wilson and again Hughes. 
First returns available, showed Wilson 
leading. Then came a Hughes sweep, 
with a tremendous lead In New York 
and reports ol u big plurality for the 
G. 0. I'. In Kansas. Massachusetts, 
preliminary reports added to the Re- 
publican candidate's growing Hit. 

But again the swing changed. A 
Wilson drift set In. Ohio went un- 
mistakably Democratic. 

The shift In sentiment was exempli- 
fied by the shifting headlines In the 
New York papere. The New York 
Times (Item. ), after conceding the 
election of Hughes. Issued an extra 
saying, "H looks as If Wilson Is 
elected." 

The New York Tribune, Republican, 
after announcing the election of 
Hughes In a clean sweep" of the coun- 
try, described the situation In early 
editions as follows: ' Hughes leading 
In close race." 

Upon doubtful States from which 
the returns were slow coming, de- 
pended whether Mr. Wilson was re- 
elected or whether the next President 
of the United States was Charles K 
Hughes. 

Republican chairman Wlllcox claim 
ed every stitte generally classed as 
doubtful and counted 323 votes for 
Mr Hughes. 

Democratic Chairman McCormlck. 
In a statement, declared Preeldont 
Wilson surely would have 304 votes In 
the electoral college. The actual com- 
plete returns gave President Wilson 
260 votes and Mr Hughes 238. 

On the votes of California, Delaware. 
Idaho, Indiana, Kansas. Minnesota, 
New Hampshire, New Mexico, Oregon. 
Washington. West Virginia and Wy- 
oming, the decisive result of the Presi- 
dential election turned — total 87 votes. 

There seemed to be no doubt that 
President Wilson had safely carried 
Alabama. Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Florida, Georgia, Kentucky. Ixnilslana. 
Maryland. Mississippi. Missouri. Mon- 
tana. Nebraska, Nevada. North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee. Texas, Utah and 
Virginia. 

In the Hughes column were counted: 
Connecticut, Illinois, Iowa, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan. New Jersey, 
New York, Pennsylvania. Rhode 
Island. South Dakota, Vermont and 
Wisconsin. 

From the doubtful states the returns 
continued to point first toward one 
candidate and then toward the other. 
From the doubtful states the returns 
came In slowly. The chairmen of the 
Republicans and Democratic commit- 
tees both claimed victory for their re- 
spective candidates. 

The Republicans seemed to have the 
he> t prospc ts In Indiana, Oregon and 
West Virginia. In the other states 
listed as doubtful except California, 
the Democrats appeared to be leading. 
The latest returns did not show that 
the Republicans have overcome the; 
Democratic majority In the House of i 
Representatives nor in the Senate. 
With about ino congressional districts 
to be heard from, the Republicans ] 
made a net gain of eight members In 
the House, but late returns from New | 
York Indicated that two of these might 
be reversed. With a net gain of: 
eight It would leave the House with a 
Democratic majority of seven. . 

Frank Hitchcock, original Hughes, 
booster and political expert of the Re-, 
publican camp, declared that the elec- 
tion of Hughes depended on the results 
In California or Minnesota. 

Democratic national headquarters 
claimed 270 electoral votes for Wilson 
as absolutely certain. Their claim In- 
cluded California. 

In the Senate the Democrats showed 
losses from New York. New Jersey 
and Maryland. The Indications were 
they would lose the two senators from 
Indiana, one from West Virginia, and 
possibly one each from Ohio. Montana 
and Arizona. 

The Democrats gained three sena- 
tors from Ithode Island. Delaware and 
Utah. Conceding all the probable Re- 
publican gains It would give a net Re- 
publican gain of seven In the Senate 
and leave the Democratic majority at 
two. 

Aside from the uncertainty of the 
result, the most remarkable thing 
about the election was the sudden 
wiping out of the Hughes majorities 
piled up In the East by the returns 
coming In from the Test. When the 
Republican landslide 'l New York he- 
known and wa» quickly followed

by the heavy Kepubllran victories In 
New Kngland, there was a veritable 
stampede to announce the election of 
Mr. Hughes and the defeat of President 
Wilson. 

Hundreds of thotissnds saw the 
signal lights flash the defeat of the 
President. New York newspapers 
which had been prominent In their 
support of him. conceded the Presi- 
dent's defeat even before some of the 
Western states had been heard from 
Thi.uoo.nds of persons In the East 
went to bed believing Mr Hughes 
elected and woke up lo find the result 
apparently changed while they slept 

Hundreds who made their plans for 
what they expected to happen found 
them set all awry. 

The first figures of Wilson majori- 
ties through the West did not shake 
the confidence of those who were pre 
dieting the election of Mr Hughes, 
and not until the steady stream of 
Wilson majorities began eating the 
Hughes columns piled up In the Kast 
did any of them suspect that the re- 
sult was In danger. 

Not since a next day's revision of the 
returns seated Crover Cleveland In the 
contest of IStS, was the country com- 
pelled to wall so lung to know the re- 
sult. More than 12 hours after the 
polls had closed Mr Wilson and Mr 
Hughes were running s neck-and neck 
race in doubtful states.
